When Heory county waa divid 


I'd,, and a portion of it became 
Houston county, by the authorize 
lion of the constitutional conveu- 
ion 1W1. there was $14,000 and 
more in the treasury, and an in- 
debtedness of $10,000, chalked up 
citiainst its credit. 


Henry comity 
commissioners 


figured that the pro rata share of 
the debt, to be borne by Houstn 
county iu accordance with iti tax 
valuations was *C.ti:t0.43, and de 
manded that it be paid, Houston 
county, however, smutted the po 
tition that, a» the money in th* 
treasury of Henry «t the time (it 
severance, wt» greater than the 
indebtedness, there should be no 
call on Houston for aid in tht pay 
ing of the bills of Henry. 


But, after all the litigation, it 


was held that Houston is liable, 
and that the six thousand odd dol 
lars of the debt must be paid.
